THE JUMP 
SPOTTING 


In preparation for the Jump, the Jumpmaster will first release a “Streamer” which falls and drifts at 
approximately the same rate of speed as the Parachutist. By observing this “Streamer”, the Jumpmaster 
can calculate the correct exit point so the Sky-Diver will land right on the “Target”. For example: 


A. Streamer is dropped from plane over Target. С. To compensate, plane goes % mile эа of Target, and 
B. Streamer lands % mile downwind of Target. Р. But Diver lands three miles upwind of Target, as wind has shifted!

CALCULATING THE “FREE-FALL” 


The more advanced Sky-Diver will begin to make lengthy “Free-Falls” before opening his Parachute. In 
order to do this, there are calculations to be made to determine at what altitude and at what split- 
second the Chute should be opened. For this purpose, the advanced Parachutist carries a combination 
“Altimeter—Stop Watch” affixed to his Reserve Chute. Note how critical these calculations can be:

Note that Instructor 
in picture below is “feeling” to see if Student is wearing 
his Parachute correctly. (Instructors normally can “see” if 
Student is wearing his Parachute correctly, but this Pro- 
fessional has his helmet on backwards, blocking his vision.)
